N Turkey, the naturally 
excituble temperament of 
the peuple tends to express 
itself in drastic political 
measures. The background 
to the current crisis is the 
old feud between Menderes 
and the lender of the Op- 
position, Inonu. Recently 
the Government set up an 
extruordinary Commission 
of 16 of its own members 
invested with exceptional 
powers to investigate “the 
subversive and illegal ac- 
tivitles” of the Opposition, 
Its frat nection was to pro- 
hibit all political activities 
in Turkey for three montha. 
At tho same time it intro- 
duced a gag forbidding the 
Press to report the action. 

Perhaps sensing the mood of 
determination in the Prime 
Minister, the Opposition 
contented itself with  de- 
nouncing these measures ay 
illegal and unconstitutional. 
Cosidering the enormity of 
the Government's action this 
was pretty mild. Whether 
this was intended to lull the 
Menderos regime into a 
sense of fnlse security while 
the Opposition jockeyed for 
a better position, it is not 
known. Nor is it known 
whether the student demon- 
atrations, which occurred 
later, were instigated by 
Inonu, or whether they 
are a genuine expression of 
thelr own discontent and 
frustration in the new 
Turkish political climate, 

HE. most undesirable fea- 
, ture of this obvious at- 
tempt to undermine . the 
parliamentary system is that 
it could asaume permanent 
form. And the great strides 
whieh Turkey has taken 
aince it became a democracy 
in 1946 will have been lost.
